1 . This Office Action supersedes the Office Action mailed June 24, 2003. 

2. Please note that claims 45-50 depend upon a non-elected claim 41 . Also these 
claims were not listed as being readable on the elected invention/species by the 
applicant and have thusly not been treated on the merits. This is also applies to claims 
51-60 in that they were included in a GROUP not elected and nor were they listed as 
being readable on the elected invention/species nor was there a traversal to the 
grouping of the claims. Therefore the, following Office Action is deeded applicable. 

3. Claims 41 -88 and 98-1 05 stands withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and specie, there being 
no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 
8. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 24, 32, 34 40 and 89-93 and 96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b 
and/or e) as being clearly anticipated by either France 2,563,399. 
Note that France'399 discloses the platform (49), left bracket (25b), right bracket 
(25a), reciprocating pivotal actuator (42) and a boom/nozzle (as at 6). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either 
France '399 or Fratello et al. in view of either Japan 5-105040 or Payne et al. 
Claim 39 defines over the applied prior art only in the recitation of the turbo nozzle. 
Japan'040 and Payne are cited disclosing the arrangement of cleaning a vehicle using 
turbo nozzle(s). It therefore would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the device of either France'399 or Fratello, to include turbo nozzle(s) as 
taught by either Japan'040 or Payne, for the purpose of ensuring complete removal of 
dirt and debris for the surface of the vehicle. 

7. Claims 25-31 , 33, 35-38 and 97 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Claims 1-23, 94 and 95 are allowed. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Dunn et al., Knight, Jr. et al., Alimanestiano, Saxonmeyer, 
Bellas et al., Kaufman, Haines, Burger, Cook, Padek, Taylor et al., Takeuchi, Flaxman, 
Messing et al., Burton, Del Prato et al., Japan , 205 I Japan'506, Japan'406, note the 
cleaning means.
